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Her Royal Highne/s hath the Ho- 
nour to be of a Family, whole anti- 
ent Extraétion, whofe auguft For- 
tunes, and whole Alliances with 
every Royal Houfe in Ezrope, are the 
Jeaft illuftrious Ornaments of their 
Greatnefs. She is lineally fprung 
from the braveft Deliverers of Man- 
kind: Her immortal Forefathers were 
the firft Founders of the Proteffant 
Name; and the Liberties of Germany 
are owing to their generous Struggles. 

Her Royal Highnefs, in the Midft 
of that Happinefs which Providence 
referved for her, contemplating the 
Hardhhips and Misfortunes of her 
great Anceftor Frederick the Magna- 
nimous of Saxony, and that invinci- 
ble Virtue which fupported him un- 
der them, may now fee the Lofs of 
his Dignity compenfated to his Fami- 
ly, by the high Rank to which fhe is 
raifed; and the Service that he per- 
formed to the Protefant Intereft, re- 
warded by the Gratitude of a Prote- 
sant People. 

As the Hiftory of her Illuftrious 
Family is filled with Events the moft 
important and affecting, it will grati- 
fy the juft Defires of my Country- 
men to give fome Account of the 
House of Saxe Gotha. 

Wittekindus, the laft King of the 
Saxons, embraced the Chrifian Faith 
in the Time of Charlemagne; and 
his Family have, from that Time, 
been Dukes of Saxony, with an In- 
terruption from the Year 1180 te 
1423. 

Atter the Race of Wittekindus was 
reltored, Fredrick Il. dying in 1464, 
left two Sons; firft, Ernef, from 
whom is derived the Ernefine Line, 
oi which is the Duke of Saxe Gotha; 
and fecondly, A/éert, from whom 
defcends the Arbertine Line, of 
which is the EleGlor of Saxony, now 
King of Poland, 

Frederick II. Duke of Saxony, 
Son of Erae?, protected Luther in 
the Caftle of Wartburg, after the 
Dyct of Worms, 1521» 


D which his Defcendents enjoy at this 
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His Son, Fobnu Duke of Savoy 
Protefed folemnly with the other 
Princes of his Alliance, Anno 1529 
againft the Decree of the Dyet of 
Spire, from whence the Protefan:

of Saxony was taken Prifoner, April 
24, 1547, and his Country pofledled 
by Maurice his Kinfman (Grandion 
of Albert, the Founder of the young: 
eft Line.) Him the Emperor in- 
velted with the Eleéoral Dignity, 


Day ; and compelled Frederick to be 
prefent at the Solemnity. He bore 
his Misfortunes with a Greatnefs and 
Equality of Mind, which is {carcely 
to be parallel’d in Story. Neither 
could the Infolence with which th 
Emperor treated him, nor the Ap 
prehenfions of Death to which he 
adjudged him, nor the Imprifonment 
which he fo Jong fuffered, ever shalt 
or diforder his Temper; and tho’ ht 
was forced to fubmit to the hardel 
Conditions of renouncing his Digs: 
ty and Dominions, yet no Intreatits 
or Fears could ever bring him to yield 
the leaft Point in Religion.

is firft to pafs, as well as of its Hif- 
tory, Civi/ and Natura/; that he 
might not enter it like a mere Stran- 
ger, ‘and be amazed at every Thing 
he faw. 

In the Courfe of his Zragve/s, he 
ought to be put in mind, that he was 
fent to ftudy Men, and not to gaze 
on Women, or on Buildings; he 
fhould be exhorted to look minutely 
into the Cuftoms and Manners of a 
People, as well thofe of the /ower, as 
of the bigher Rank; for the Genius 
of a Nation is as well, or better, 
diftinguifhed, at a Country Feaft, than 
at a Ma/que at Court. The Genius of 
a Nation once difcovered, I take it 
that the beft Thing a Man who lives 
for a fhort Time amongft them can 
do, is to obferve how far it carries 
them, what are its Effefs, what are 
the Advantages it brings, and what 
the Eviis it induces. 

Mr. Croufaz, in the laft Chapter 
of his Treatife on Education, quotes a 
German Author, who, {peaking of 
the Advantages of Trave/, gives us 
a Lift of about zoo Queftions which 
are to be asked in every Town where 
we /ie a Night. Mr. Croufaz obferves 
rightly, that if a Man was fo mad 
as to take his Advice, he ought, at 
leaft, to hire too Mu/es extraordinary, 
to carry his Pocket Books.

of confequence it is the bafeft of 
the Subjects that will be employed. 
When fome publick Mifchief is to 
be done under fuch an Adminiftra- 
tion, every Man who is inftrumental 
in bringing it about makes his Bar- 
gain beforehand.

It is pleafant enough to fee an auk- 
ward Country Clown put on the 
Charaéter of a Gentleman; but it is 
much more comick and diverting to 
behold a Creature of that low Cha- 
raéter placed in State and Magnifi- 
cence, and to fee him perfonate fome 
great King; yet he who might make 
a deipicable Figure in this Capacity, 
might be fit for fomething elfe, be- 
caufe there are a great many Avoca- 
tions in human Life that require very 
little if any Underftanding atall. A 
Ploughman (for Example) ts a very 
ufeful Member of a Commonwealth ; 
but becaufe a Ploughman is a vfeful 
Man in his own Rank, I don’t fee 
that a Reafon for making a Plough- 
man a Minifler of State: However, 
it has fometimes happen’d, that a 
Fellow has been fent to make his 
Country ridiculous in the Charaéter 
of an Ambaffador Abroad, who might 
have done it very good Service at the 
Plow-tail at Home.

A Letter from Dicky Franklin to Ca- 
leb D’Anvers, E/ 


Honoured Sir, 


HE declining State of that 

Paper, which you have fo of- 
ten honour’d by your Appearance in 
it, and have fo liberally fupported 
with your Purfe, is what I think it 
my Duty to lay before you; that 
fome Method may be taken, to re- 
ftore it to its former Credit; other- 
wife it muft unavoidably fink, and 
be entirely laid down. This forlorn, 
finking Condition of the Craft/man, 
is owing to feveral Caufes. I thall 
only take Notice of the two princi- 
al. 
‘ The firft is, a Want of Hands to 
carry on this Work. You mutt re- 
member, Sir, that till within thefe 
two Years paft, we conftantly re- 
ceived a great Number of Letters 
from our feveral Corre/pondents. 
Whereas now, few or no Perfons 
correfpond with us; and we do not 
receive two Letters in two Months 
time, and thofe generally fuch, as 
would be no Credit to your Paper to 
infert them. This falling off of 
your Corre/pondents has gradually in- 
creafed, fince Bo/—ke left the King- 
dom. When he gave up the Caufe, 
after more than 7 Years Strugg/e, it 
was natural to expect, that others 
would follow his Example. It was 
a noble Px/h that brave Patriot, with 
feveral more in Conjunétion with 
him, made the Year preceding the 
General EleGion. But, alas! when 
all his Arts failed him; 
found the People were not to be ca- 
jol’d to chufe fuch a Parliament as he 
recommended; he was immediately 
obferved to hang down his Head, to 


appear 


when he. 
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appear no more in the Craft/man, 
and in a fhort Time he left the King- 
dom. 

This, Sir, gave a vital Stab to the 
Crafifman. It is very true, your 
Honour has, fince that Time, fup- 
ported this Work, by feveral fine and 
uncommon Touches, with which you 
have embellifhed it; particularly the 
Cafe of the Bank Contra&.

treat in fome diftant Country: Shou'd 
this be our Fate, what is to become 
of the Craft/man? Poor dmb—/, 
to give him his due Praifes, racks 
his Invention to furnifh out a Paper, 
now and then, in his /ow Way: 
—— Your Sifter Dorothy too has 
promifed us her Affiftance 5 but 
then the Attorney's Clerk has left us, 
and writes altogether in Fog. 

The other principal Caufe of the 
declining State of the Craft/man, 
is, the Downfall of Mother Gin. 
You will hardly believe it, Sir, but 
fince the Day the Gin Af received 
the Royal Affent, no Jefs than 3487 
Gin/bops, within the Liberties of the 
Cities of London and Wefminfter, 
have given us Notice, that they will 
take in no more of the Craft/man. 
And as foon as it comes to be pub- 
lickly known in the Country, that 
the Gin Af is pafied, we. expect 
that no lefs a Number of Retailers 
of that beneficial Liquor will forbid 
us fending them any more of_ your 
Paper. 

Tho’ Iam no Conjurer, I always 
faid it, that the Supprefling all Re- 
tailing of that Liquor would prove a 
fatal Stroke to the Craft/man, and 
confequenly to Patrictifm. And I 
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often ftood amazed to behold th. 
Zeal of fo many worthy Men, who 
ought to have known better, driving 
them headlong into fo wild and per- 
nicious a Scheme.

Landgraves of Thuringia ; Margraves 
of Mijnia; Counts and Princes of 
Henneberg ; Counts of La Marck and 
Revenjperz; Lords of Ravenftein, 
Torna, &c. And their Dominions 
are thofe of Gotha, the three Lord- 
hips of Tonna, Wachfenburg, and 
Lebterfoaufen ;

The firt Prince of the Erneffine 
in, who was Great Grandfather 
to the prefent Duke of Saxe Gotha, 
Was Farne?

Prefently after his 
Highnefs receiving a Shot under the 
Left Eye, thro’ his Head, and ano- 
ther in his Body, dropped dead on 
the Ground; upon which his Corpfe 
being opened, his Bowels were buried 
in the Field of Battle, and his Body 
fent, by Way of Genca to Gotha, 
where it was interred in the Tomb 
of the Family. 

A Perion of Honour, who was at

Mortimer Kingdom, (as we apprehend) that we could 


not confiftently with the Rules of Reafon and 
Juitice, concur in the paffing of it ; the Sub- 
ftance of one Claufe in this Bill being to this 
Effect, (wiz.) ‘ That upon Information 
* before a Juftice of Peace, that any Perfons 
‘to the Number of three or more, are 
* or have been, after the 24th Day of Fune 
‘ 1736, armed with Fire Arms, or other 
$ offenfive Weapons, with Intent torun va 
* fuc 
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* fuch Juftice fhall and may grant a Warrant 
* to a Conftable to apprehend fuch Perfons ; 
and if fuch Juftice finds Caufe, upon Exa- 
mination, fhall and may commit them 
to the next County Gaol, there to remain 
without Bail or Mainprize, until difcharged 
by due Courfe of Law; or, upon Convic- 
* tion, they are to be adjudged guilty of Fe- 
* lony.” Now as this Bill is to create a new 
kind of Felony, without Limitation of Time 
or Place, upon Principles unknown to our 
Law, we cannot but thisk it thould be made 
fo plain and clear, that the Judges in Wef- 
minfier-Hall might determine upon it without 
Doubts or Difficulties: But we conceive, as 
this Bill flands, many Doubts may arife as to 
the Conftruétion of it. 

2. Becaufe we do not know of any one 
A& in the Statute-Book whereby it is put in 
the Power of a fingle Juftice of the Peace, 
to commit Perfons without Bail or Mainprize, 
upon a bare Information without any Proof. 
And altho’ the Houfe found it neceflary to 
repeal fo much of the Claufe aforeiaid, as 
allows the Juftices to commit without Bail or 
Mainprize, by adding a Rider to impower the 
Court of King’s-Bench* to grant Bail to Per- 
fons fo committed, we cannot be of Opinion 
that the Objeétions to the Bill were removed, 
fince the Power of Imprifonment ftill remains 
in the Hands of a fingle Juftice of the Peace, 
wpon a bare Information of an Intent to run 
Goods, without any other Overt-Aé to prove 
that Intention, than what may be a common 
and innoceat Circumftance; (wiz.) ‘ The 
* riding three or more in Company with ufual 
* Arms,” and no Limitation fixed, either for 
Time or Place. | 

3. Becaufe this Bill was altered in the Com- 
mittee by the unanimous Confent of all the 
Lords prefent, and thofe Alterations were dif- 
agreed to upon the Report, without fufficient 
Grounds, as we conceive: And as two Noble 
and Learned Lords, who prefide in the two 
greateft Courts of the Kingdom, thewed by 
the ftrongeft Arguments, that the Bill, a» it 
now ftands, may be dangerous to the Liberties 
of our Fellow-Subjeéts, we could not agree to 
the pafling of it, however expedient or necef- 
fary it may be fuppofed in other Refpeéts, be- 
ing fully perfuaded it would have been better 
to have left this Matter to the Laws now in 
being, (already very fevere) and to the Confi- 
deration of a future Seffion of Parliament, 
than to conftitute a Precedent of fuch dan- 
gerous Confequence, and to enact a Law, 
which, as we fear, may be attended with per- 
ore Grievances, Injufice and Oppreffion.

and befides fhali forfeit the Sum of 202 for 
every Offence, and the Journeyman may re- 
cover his whole Wages. This Act not to ex- 
tend to Phyficians, Apothecaries, Surgeons, 
or Chymitts, as to any fptrituous Liquors they 
may ule in the Preparation or Making up of 
Medicines for fick, lame or diftemper’d Perfons 
only. Ten Pounds Penalty. on hawking fpi- 
ritwans Liguors in the Streets, Fields, &c, for 
each Offence; the Offender an not paying, to 
be fent to the Houfe of Correction for 2 
Months. Perfons giving away fpirituous Li- 
quors to Servants or Apprentices fetching 
Goods from their Shops, to be deem'd Re- 
talers. Perfons who have exercis’d Diftillation 
for 7 Years, or have ferved, or on March 25, 
4736, were ferving an Apprenticefhip to rhe 
fame, may follow any Trade in any City, 
Town or Place in England.
